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Predict “Stiffer Line” 

“U.S. political observers are more or less unani¬ 
mous in saying that Government of Mr. Diefenbaker 
means that a “stiffer line” may be expected in Can¬ 
ada’s economic and trade relations with the United 
States.

Cutworm Control 


For the first time in many years, extensive cut¬ 
worm damage to crops was experienced this season 
in many parts of the County of Vulcan. Flax, rapeseed 
and barley fields were particularly susceptible, but 
considerable damage to wheat was also reported. 

The experts advise that precautionary measures 
should be taken in these areas to prevent a recurrence 
next spring. 

Cutworm moths lay their eggs in loose soil sum- 
merf allow. To prevent egg-laying, summerfallow 
should be well worked during June and July to kill all 
weed. Fallows should then be left undisturbed during 
August and the firstThalf of September as surface 
crust prevents egg-laying. The above cultural controls 
are effective against most species and especially so for 
pale western cutworm. For the red-backed variety they 
also prove effective but if tall weed growth develops 
toward the end of August, it should be destroyed as 
the red-backed cutworm moths prefer weedy summer- 
fallow for egg-laying. 

A cutworm forecast will be made by the Federal 
Science Service in mid-July. In the meantime action 
should be taken now to prevent a repeat performance 
next year. ✓

Hoary Creu Control 

Infestations of hoary cress can 
be found in every district served 
by this office. At the present time 
these infestations are fairly well 
confined to small areas. Each year 
the people in the area, who are 
responsible for weed control, find 
new Infestations. This means that 
every farmer should be continualy 
watching for the appearance of 
this weed. If hoary cress is dis¬ 
covered before it has had a chance 
to spread, no serious problem is 
encountered as small patches can 
be readily eradicated by the use of 
soil sterilents, which are available 
through the local Agricultural Ser¬ 
vice Board. 

If a persistant weed is discovered 
it shoud be taken to the Agricul¬ 
tural Service Board Field Super¬ 
visor or brought to this office for 
identification just in case it does 
'happen to be one of the more per¬ 
sistant perenial type that can cause 
considerable trouble if allowed to 
spread. 

The Lethbridge Experimental 
Station report that eradication of 
hoary cress was obtained at the 
Dalroy Sub-Station by using three 
years of continuous fallowing in¬ 
volving a total of 22 to 25 opera¬ 
tions. Cultural operations with 
a one-way disc or a blade cultiva¬ 
tor were begun as soon as possible 
in the spring and continued until 
freeze-up. At no time were cress 
shoots allowed to be above ground 
for more than four or five days. 
It is readily seen that such a 
method would not he practical on 
a large scale in this area, as the 
damage from wind erosion could 


be considerable. However this work 
shows the problem of eradication 
of this weed once it becomes esta¬ 
blished. 

The Lethbridge people also found 
that alternate fallowing and crop¬ 
ping to spring grain has provided 
adequate control and reasonable 
stand reduction of Hoary cress. For 
this method to be at all successful 
it was required to cultivate during 
the summerfallow years at fairly 
frequent intervals, and also use 
2,4-D in the crop year to prevent 
seed formation. Using this method 
over a 11 year test period with a 
crop consisting of barley or spring 
wheat, it was found that 95 per¬ 
cent reduction of hoary cress re¬ 
sulted. 

In most instances where rela¬ 
tively large areas are infested it 
is best to farm with the weed 
rather than against it, and to use 
2,4-D ni the crop years and a few 
more cultivations in the fallow 
yea^jp. If the infested area enn be 
seeded down to a pasture mixture 
and sprayed with 2,4-D to keep 
down growth, good results can also 
be obtained.

Dear Sir: 

Re: Brant Babe Ruth Baseball 
Team. 

There seems to be some misund¬ 
erstanding as to why the executive 
of the Wheatbelt Babe Ruth Base¬ 
ball League were forced to dis¬ 
qualify the Brant Babe Ruth Base¬ 
ball Team at such a late date in 
the season. 

The Brant roster forms for 
their Babe Ruth team were not 
received by the league executive 
until the semi-finals of the play¬ 
offs were completed. At that time 
it was discovered that the Brant 
team was using eight players 15 
years of age and one long 16-year- 
old. Rules are very specific that 
only five players 15 yeqrs of age 
aTe allowed to be used and no 16- 
year-olds at all. 

The executive are satisfied that 
the sponsors of this team were 
well aware of the age rulings and 
that the rosters must be submitted 
immediately after the fifth game 
of the season. 

In view of the flagrant violation 
of the Babe Ruth regulations the 
executive had no choice but to dis¬ 
qualify the team from the league 
as soon as they became aware of 
the situation. 

The breaking of the age regul¬ 
ation also jeopardized the insur¬ 
ance carried for the whole league, 
which is also a very serious mat¬ 
ter. , 

The purpose of this letter is to 
clear up any misunderstandings 
which may have arisen from this 
action, and it is hoped that when 
the facts are known it will prevent 
any harsh feelings from developing 
between communities.
